The P ostm aster-G en eral a n d the S team ­ 
ship C om panies, 
W ashington, July 31st.—The American 
steamship companies—The Pacific Mail, 
San Francisco to Australia, the Red. New 
York to Venezuela, the Clyde, New York 
to I’urk .- Island, the Now York, Havana 
and Mexico, and the New York end Cuba 
lino—have declined to carry the United 
Slates mails after to-day. 
Commenting 
upon this action, Postmaster-General Vilas 
to-day said : Certain American steamship* 
lines, probably under the lead of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, have entered 
into a combination, apparently with the 
purpose of forcing the distribution among 
them oi the $4Ci«),000 appropriated by Con­ 
go.-s for mileage compensation for carrying 
the mails. Some of them wrote to the 
Postoffice Department, desiring to know 
what terms would be given. 
I proposed to 
each of the companies to go to the full 
lim it the law would allow, and award them 
both sea and inland postage. 
This is about 
three times what they had been receiving 
during the past, twelve years. 
It is three 
tim es what is paid for carriage across the 
Atlantic, and probably in m ost cases all 
that should be paid for carrying the mails. 
1 be c Hipantes were still acting in concert, 
and in euiisequ :n«*e of their combination, 
refused to accept these terms, which were 
sc liberal, compared with those they had 
received, that they tell, I suppose, that thev 
could drive the Government out of the 
position it had taken by refusing to carry 
for the compensation ottered. 
The com ­ 
panies seemed to think that if they refused 
to carry the mails, there would be no other 
course left to the Government but to make 
contracts with them and distribute the 
$100,000 accordingly. A complete schedule 
for the transportation of m ails will be 
arranged, and they w ill go with very little 
difference, in point of time, tc their' desti­ 
nation. 
A 
statement has 
been 
made 
in 
the newspapers to 
the effect that 
tin: United States Government is not as 
i.heral as Great Britain in the compensa- 
tip lines. The fact a- the 
rate which has been offered our lines very 
much exceeds the rale paid by Great Brit­ 
ain. 
The rate we offer is about (53 per 
rent, more than the British lines receive 
from their Government. 
It was a rate un­ 
justifiably large, more than ought to have 
been paid, but the Government deemed it 
fair to go to the utmost length which the 
law and reason allowed, in order to avoid 
any difference with the American steam­ 
ship companies until Congress should meet. 
The Department has made such arrange­ 
ments that the public will suffer no incon­ 
venience worthy of mention in respect to 
carrying the mails, and in som e cases, not­ 
ably the Cuban service, the mails will be 
expedited. 
The superintendent o f foreign mails said 
the American companies had refused an 
offer of *1 00 per pound for carrying mails. 
This is what is known as combined sea and 
inland postage, and is equivalent to $3.200 
per ton. 
They receive at present the inter­ 
national rate, at 44 cents per pound.

July 31st.—A Times' editorial 
on the Sau Francisco Supervisors' Chinese 
report says: It shows very plainly how vice 
and crime have flourished in Chinatown 
because the city authorities have refused to 
do their duty, and because the citizens have 
assisted in developing the iniquity which 
they now deplore. 
There scents to b 
no 
attempt to enforce some of the m ost im ­ 
portant laws and ordinance? in thcOhinese 
district. 
Degraded w:etches have been al­ 
lowed to hold it, and make in it one of the 
worst slum s in America. 
W ho arc to 
blame? 
In part the white owners of the 
property, who receive from Chinese, .-is the 
Supervisors admit, a greater revenue than 
they could get front any other class of ten­ 
ants. 
Not only are thc-e landlords glad to 
rent their property to the Chinese, but they 
arc also willing to spend iheir money erect­ 
ing in their buildings barricades of boiler- 
iron to enable their ienants to violate the 
law* and CA'adepunishment. 
Undoubtedly 
San Francisco ought to enforce against the 
Chinese the laws that are enforced against 
the white citizens. 
If the result would be 
a dispossession of the Chinese, or their ele­ 
vation in the scale of manhood and respec­ 
tability, it would have the merit of having 
been accomplished in a legitimate way. But 
why has the city for so many years re­ 
frained from using so powerful a" weapon, 
and w hy have its authorities ■> persistently 
refused to require the Chinese to observe 
the laws ? 
Hanged for M urder. 


C o l u m b u s 
(().), July 31st.- Valentine 
Wagner, a German, of Morrow county, was 
executed at the Ohio Penitentiary this 
morning for the killing of his brother-in- 
law, Daniel Sheehan, in December, 1832. 
This was the first hanging to take place at 
the Ohio Penitentiary under the new law 
requiring that ail executions in the State 
shall take place at the prison. The trouble 
between Wagner and Sheehan was c f long 
standing and o f a family nature, ar.d, on 
the date named, Wagner went to Sheehan’s 
house and told him he had come to kill 
him , and immediately drew a revolver and 
shot him, and fired again when he tried to 
escape. 
The trials were long and tedious, 
the Supreme Court affirming the judgment 
of the lower Court and the Circuit Court, 
and also affirming the judgm ent of the 
Common Pleas, and fixing the day of exe­ 
cution for July 31st. 
The Governor has 
been sought to interfere on all manner of 
grounds, but refused to do so after making 
a complete study of the case. 
Plaqcem ine (La.I, July 31st.—George 
>> tlson, 1 liarles Davis and Mathilde Jones 
an colored) were executed here to-dav, for 
the murder and robbery of Mrs. Harriet 
V- o ’ in tkis town, on the night of January 
loth last. 
W ilson was captured in Mem­ 
phis a few weeks later, and before his trial, 
made a voiuntary confession, giving the 
names of his accomplices. 
The principal 
witness against the prisoners was a little 
coiored girl, 
a servant of 
Mrs. 
Cole 
at the tim e of the murder. She heard 
the murderers conspire to r. .1* her mistress, 
and gave them informatiofi a b o u t Mrs. 
Cole's money and jewelry, and saw them 
with the jewelry in tfceir posse ion after 
the murder. 
Tue conspirators 
entered 
Mr|- Cole's dwelling,strangled her to death 
and robbed the house of money, diamonds 
anti other valuables. 
She was the widow 
of the late Judge James L. Cole, and wa* 
highly esteemed. 
Wilson was baptized 
yesterday H e seemed resigned to bis fate, 
said he was ready to go. and acknowl­ 
edged the justice of his' sentence. 
Davis 


declared lie was innocent, but tvas ready to 
«lie. 
The prisoners did not sleep at ail. 
Mathilde Jones said this morning she was 
ready to die, and thought she would go to 
heaven.

THUNDERBOLT. 


T he L igh tn ing Stroke a t Mt. M cG regor 
T hursday E venin g. 
(By Telegraph.) 
N ew Y ork . July 31st.—The Times’ Sara­ 
toga special has’ the following on 
the 
lightning stroke at Mount McGregor last 
evening: 
There was a sudden clap ol 
thunder, as though a cloud had fallen on 
the brow of the bill, bursting with the 
sound o f artillery. 
A hundred guns dis­ 
charged at once could not have made a 
sound 
more terrible. 
This 
was at 
7 
o’clock. 
The echo of the explosion had 
not passed away when there ivas a hurry­ 
ing of people from all directions. 
Fully 
half the guests of the hotel were at dinner. 
A ball of fire, dropping from one of the 
electric globes, dashed against the wall and 
exploded by the concussion right over the 
seats of the eaters. 
It left a round black 
space where it struck the wall. 
Three fire 
balls nearly as large bounded from the 
telegraph instruments in the hotel lobbv, 
and glancing across the top of the tele­ 
graph desk, shot out into the m iddleof the 
r«xim, falling over the floor like the rattling 
of musketry. 
It drove the guests out to 
the porch, many of them badly frightened. 
There was a small panic among the ladies. 
The affrighted gathering had hardly formed 
on the porch when all eyes, were directed 
to two squads o f soldiers bearing to the 
hotel the nnconscious bodies of General R. 
H. Jackson, who arrived to-day to com­ 
mand the battalion that w ill be stationed 
here, and Colonel AV. B. Beck, who came 
yesterday from 
Governor’s 
Island with 
Company A, Fifth Artillery. 
The face of 
Beck was colorless, but that of Jackson was 
scarred by an nglv wound in the forehead. 
Both men were taken to the room on the 
ground floor and Dr. Douglas summoned. 
Then came word of the accidents at the 
railway station. 
The body of a woman 
was found there—Mrs. Fox o f Philadel­ 
phia. who had come up from Saratoga to­ 
day with her husband, among the after­ 
noon spectators. She lay limp and white 
in her husband's arms. 
Restoratives soon 
brought her to partial consciousness, ami 
she was able to get back to Saratoga bv the 
evening train. 
She had been standing 
tinder one o f the electric lights at the sta­ 
tion. 
A dozen people were near by on the 
platform , four o f them were knocked down 
but none badly hurt. 
H alf a dozen sol­ 


diers, among several groups who were lin ­ 
gering about tl.estation, were also knot kod 
« ver. 
The lightning stripped one of the 
supporting pillars at the station of its bark 
as clean as if a plane had done it. Jackson 
and Bet :, were walking down the roofed 
arcade, and about fiftv feet above the sta­ 
tion, when both went'down. They fell as 
if struck by a sledge hammer. They wen 
under an electric lamp at the time. 
In 
falling Jackson struck his forehead on the 
edge of tiie nlank walk.

saw them tall sounded the alarm to the 
«■■amp, and enough men ran up the hill t«* 
carry the injured officers to the hotel, 
o 
pool of blood was found under Jackson's 
head when the soldiers lifted him.

The outer guards were dumb, an,1 
that Lightened the fear that an accident 
had happened, perhaps of the most dread­ 
ful nature. The suspense happily did not 
la-t long, for in a few minutes Colonel 
Grant and Jesse Grant left the cottage for 
dinner. 
The clap of thunder had excited 
some fear among the ladies, but no damage 
had been done by the lightning beyond 
tearing a, few shingles from the cottage 
roof. 
Fite shingles clattered into the nur­ 
sery room up-stairs, where there was also a 
slight falling of plastering. 
The electric 
light over the coffin had hoen burning only 
a few minutes when the stroke came.

Several 
tim es it lias been fortunate in pleasing pub­ 
lic fancy, so that a play has run from five 
to nine weeks, but within the last year it is 
exceptional when a play runs three weeks, 
and frequently two programmes are neces­ 
sary in that time. The reason is that when 
there was only one cheap-priced show 
everybody went 
there. 
Now they can 
choose between four or five theaters for the 
same price, and go only once to the Tivoli 
until they expect the same variety of plays 
furnished by attendance on other houses. 
It would seem that to increase salaries for 
necessarily-increased study was only just, 
but the contrary is another result of low 
prices. Managers say that increased ex­ 
penses of new scenery, costumes and en­ 
semble leave no surplus for salary, and 
compel reductions. 
HARD WORK FOR POOR PAY. 
In learning opera there is singing rehear­ 
sal every day from 10 until 1 o’clock. 
Every piece has five to seven rehearsals of 
music and business 011 the stage, lasting 
lrom 10 until 3 o’clock. 
At 7 again per­ 
formers must be in their dressing-rooms, 
m aking sometimes five changes of costume 
during a piece, and get out at 11 o’clock. 
By the time a light supper is eaten and 
they are in bed midnight markes the clock. 
Beside these regular working hours, there 
m ust he private study on one’s dialogue, 
music words and melody, sound of orches­ 
tration, certain am ount of other people's 
music for cues, dancing, other business; 
also attention to selc-ting, perhaps to hav­ 
ing made costumes appropriate to epoch 
and nation: a clear understanding of the 
plot and motif; to evolve something new 
from out one’s originality that will add to 
attraction of the part. 
In dialogue, if the 
exact words áre forgotten, it is compara­ 
tively easy to "fake’' some pertaining to 
the idea, so as to prevent a break, but an 
orchestra will not harmonize with music 
of an actor’s im prom ptu composing. Like 
time and tide, it waits for 110 man, so opera 
music must lie dead-letter perfect if r»e 
would not "put out” his confreres and get 
him self put out of a place. 
Three weeks 
are usually allowed to learning a piece, 
hut frequently in half that time an imper­ 
ative change of bill takes for study many 
hours after the evening’s work that should 
be given to sleep. 
Then when the actress 
ambles about tli* stage with apparent ease, 
knowing that $10 for chorus, or perhaps 
any price up to $35 for prim a donna warb­ 
ling will pay for her week’s work, the 
audience say : “ These actors have an easy 
tim e and are all wild. 
I could play that 
part myself. ’ 
Cheap prices have affected 
another branch of social amusement.

Progress of tliis Class of Hi 
Fifty Years. 
The Boston and Lowell Railroad Com­ 
pany recently observed the fiftieth anni­ 
versary ot its opening. The Traveller de­ 
votes considerable space to a review of rail­ 
road progress. Fifty years ago there was 
only one short railroad west of Albany, 
viz., that running out as far as Schenec­ 
tady. 
In is:;:;, a citizen writing to the Ai- 
hmoj Arons, predicted the following devel­ 
opment of traveling facilities: 
“ Chicago is on tiie great Western thor­ 
oughfare to tiie Valley of the Mississippi, 
and in a few years we shall have a regular 
chain of steamboat, railroad and stage com­ 
munication from tiie city of New York to 
St. Louis and New Orleans 011 this route. 
Thcnatural route is a railroad from Albany 
to Buffalo, steamboat from thence to De- 
róit, a ruiIroad across the territory to the 
mouth of St. Joseph's river 
about two 
hundred miles), a steamboat from tbence 
across the lake to Chicago, only forty-live 
miles, and a railroad from Chicago to the 
Illinois river, one hundred and ten miles, 
where it will meet steamboats of the largest 
size from New Orleans and St. Louis, and 
bis will complete the route. W hen this 
route will be established you may travel 
from Albany to St. Louis in nine days, and 
it will combine such advantages of cer­ 
tainty, safety, comfort and expedition, to 
say nothing of the great attraction of coun­ 
try and places through whicli it will pass, 
that, in my opinion, it will he the great 
thoroughfare between the Atlantic States 
and the Valley of the Mississippi. 
If this 
be so, the interests of St. Louis, Chicago, 
Detroit, Buffalo, Albany and New York are 
identical, and should be so regarded,” 
The first railroad constructed in the 
United States was in 1>27, when three 
miles of road with iron track were built 
from Quincy to Neponc“t, to be used solely 
for the purpose of ti .sporting stone, it 
'nad strap-iron rails, and the motor was 
horse power. But a year later, viz., on In­ 
dependence Day, 1828, work was begun on 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. In two 
years fifteen miles of that road had been 
impleted. The investment of capital in 
that way was considered foolish, nor was it 
generally believed at that time that a rail­ 
road would greatly facilitate travel. 
It was 
not till 1830 that work was begun on the 
Mohawk and Hudson Railroad, a section 
which has since been incorporated into the 
New York Central. 
A year later seventeen 
miles of licit road had been put in opera 
tion. 
It was five years before, or in 1825, that 
the first boat had gone through the entire 
ngth of the Erie canal. That means of 
transportation reduced the cost of moving 
a ton of freight from Buffalo t" New York 
from $100 to $20. and reduced the time 
from twenty to eight days. On August 8, 
1829, the first locomotive was brought into 
practical use on the Baltimore and Wor­ 
cester Raiiroad. 
It was one of Stephen­ 
son's, and was named the "Stourbridge 
Lion." 
The railway advocates had de­ 
clared that if their plans could be carried 
out, passengers could be transported in per­ 
fect safety at the rate of thirteen miles an 
hour. This statement provoked a great 
deal of ridicule. A newspaper correspond­ 
ent expressed great indignation that rail­ 
road proprietors should attempt to deceive 
the people in that way. 
To-day there are hardly less than 125,000 
miles of railroad in operation in this coun­ 
try. and ihe capital represented in tiiese 
roads is little short of $4,000,000,01)0. In 
1S83 the capital then reported in tiiese 
roads was $3,708,0(50,583. The railroads itt 
that year transported over 400,000,000 Ions 
of freight, and they gave employment to 
about 2,000,000 people. 
The speed has 
been brought up from thirteen miles an 
hour to forty miles, and in some instances 
sixty miles. The strap-iron rail has disap­ 
peared, and the solid iron rail has given 
place to the steel rail. The old box-cars 
have been supplanted and in tiieir place are 
parlor and sleeping cars. Great lines ol 
railroad traverse the continent, and a trip 
from New York to San Francisco in six 
days is now so common an event that 110 
one thinks of it as out of the ordinary line 
ot experience. The world moves, and the 
railroads arc moving it. 
Neither has the 
maximum of speed, comfort and accommo­ 
dation yet been reached. B ut the fifty 
year- have brought marvelous changes, 
if 
tiiese improvements were to go 011 in the 
same ratio, what would lie condition of 
railroads as to traveling and transportation 
facilities in fifty vears hence? 


A C h aracteristic Speech to an A u d ien ce 
o f H is Slaves. 
01 this strange figure in the history of 
half a century ago, a writer in the I’hila- 
delphia Record savs : " I did not know un­ 
til this week that'there was in existence an 
autographical statem ent by John Ran­ 
dolph, of Roanoke, of his relationship to 
Pocahontas. Here it is as it appears in his 
ewn handwriting, in the possession ot a 
gentleman in Virginia : ‘Pocahontas (whose 
true name was Matoaca), baptized by the 
name of Rebecca, married John Rolfe, 
Esq., and left an only son, Thomas, whose 
only daughter married Robert Bolling, of 
Boiling Hall, West Riding. York, who leit 
a son, Joint Rolling, one of whose daugh­ 
ters married Richard Randolph, of Curies, 
whose youngest son, John Randolph, of 
Roanoke, married Frances Bland. Your 
hum ble servant is one of the only surviv­ 
ing issue of that marriage, and s-.xtlt in de­ 
scent from Pocahontas. 
John Randolph 
was [irouil of his Indian blood. He used to 
say in his fiery moods that he 'came of a race 
which neither forgave not forgot.’ 
Ran­ 
dolph had as many moods as Washington 
weather. His variability is well illustrated 
in this anecdote, told by the Rev. Dr. Clop- 
tun. a Baptist clergyman, who sometimes 
preached to Ran ¡oiph's slaves at Ran­ 
dolph’s request. Dr. Clopton. had closed 
his discourse on one occasion, when Ran­ 
dolph rose to preach a little sermon ol his 
own to tiie waiting negioes. H e spoke of 
the gratitude due to God for His benefi­ 
cence to man. By way of illustration he 
spoke of the gratitude due to him self from 
ids slaves for all hi- kindness to them. He 
then dwelt upon the ingratitude of man to 
God, and illustrated by the ingratitude of 
his slaves to him. 
' My ancestors,’ he said, 
during this part of the sermon, ' raised all 
of you, save one, whom 1 bought from a 
hard master out of sympathy. I have 
cherished and nursed you like children. I 
have fed and clothed you better than my 
neighbors have fed and clothed their ser­ 
vants. 
I have allowed you more privileges 
than others have allowed. But, oh! the 
ingratitude of the depraved heart! After 
all my kindness, when 1 was in very feeble 
health, and was sent as Minister to Russia, 
you ali thought I would not return, and 
you and the overseers [with a char­ 
acteristic 
oath] 
wasted 
and 
stole 
all 
you 
could, 
and 
came 
well 
nigh ruining me. 
But come back and I 
will forgive ; and so if you come back to 
God he will forgive.’ 
It was after that par­ 
ticular service, so Dr. Ulopton relates, that 
Randolph took him into his library, and, 
sitting down with him in a corner, where 
on the same shelf stood a handsome Bible 
and a number of books attacking and de­ 
fending its authenticity, said : 
‘ Dr. Clop­ 
ton. 1 was raised by a pious mother—God 
bless tier m tm orv—who taught me the 
Chris'ian religion in all its requirements. 
But, a'us ! I grew ui> an infidel; if not an 
infidel complete, y t a decided deist. 
But 
when I became a man, in this as well as in 
political and other matters I resolved to ex­ 
amine for myself, and never to pin ray 
faith to any other man’s coat-sleeve. So I 
bought'that Bible. 1 pored over it. I ex­ 
amined it carefully. J sought aud perused 
these books for and against it: and when 
my labors ended I found myself at this in­ 
evitable conclusion : The Bibe is true. 
It 
would have been as easy, sir, for a mole to 
have written Sir Isaac Newton's ‘ Treatise 
011 Optics ’ as for uninspired men to have 
written the Bible.'

HOUSEHOLD NOTES. 
For preserving fruit specimens, if dis­ 
tilled water cannot lie had, the water 
should be boiled. A mixture of one-fifth 
alcohol and four-fifths cold water should 
be poured over the fruit in the jar until it 
overflows. The jar should be then covered 
either with a self-sealing cover, or it in jars 
of gallon capacity, gliiss stoppers sealed 
with wax may be used. 
Fruit has been 
kept in this way for years with very- slight 
chanj-e of color and none of texture. No 
wrinkling ef skin or shrinkage will be found 
in any case. 
A good fireproof cement can be formed 
of iron filings 140 parts, hydraulic lime 20 
parts, quartz sand 25 parts, sal ammoniac 3 
parts and enough of vinegar to make a 
paste. 
A similar cement consists of iron 
tilings 180 parts, lime 45 parts and common 
salt 5 parts, converted into a paste with 
strong vinegar, as in the former receipt. In 
either case the cement after it is applied 
should be dried slowly, and must be per­ 
fectly firm before it is subject to heat. 
To make a very toothsome cold meat 
pudding, rub h alf a pound of beef drip­ 
ping into one and a half pounds of fleur,

GLACIEBS AND ICEBERGS. 
Glaciers are rivers of ice : not streams of 
water frozen over, but solid from top to 
bottom. A load of ice and snow, sliding 
oil from a roof on a warm day, is, on a 
small scale, exactly what a glaoiei is on a 
large one. On the tops of high mountains 
it is never warm enough to melt the snow, 
but in the sum mer it softens, and begins to 
slide down the 
steep sloue on which 
it lies. 
In 
the 
daytime 
it 
thaws 
a little, 
and at night 
freezes 
again, 
until, by and bv. it comes to be ice. Then 
it is called a giaeier. There are 400 such 
streams in the Alps alone. In Iceland they 
are so numerous that the island is named 
for them, in one portion of it there are 
more than 3.000 miles of mountain covered 
with ice and snow. Their thickness ranges 
from 100 to 000 feet. Sometimes they move 
as fast as four feet in a day ; at others, not 
more than fourteen in a year. 
Oí course, so slow a motion cannot be 
seen by the eye,but that it really exists lias 
been proved in many curious ways. 
For 
instance, a traveler fastens a stake in the 
ice. notices that it is opposite a certain 
rock, and goes away. Coming back a year 
or two afterward, he finds that it is several 
feet lower down on the m ountain 
As it 
was firmly planted in the ice, the glacier 
must have moved that distance. 
Slow as their progress is. glaciers act 
with enormous power, on account ot their 
great weight. A small lump of ice makes 
a pound, and here are often masses a mile 
or two wide, several hundred feet thick, 
and ten, fifteen or even twenty miles long. 
Everything (hat obstructs their path is 
torn up. and they soon become loaded with 
dirt and stones. On either side are piles of 
rubbish, forced up by their pressure. These 
are lateral morains, or side walls. 
At the 
lower end there is often a similar pile, 
which is known as a terminal morain. or 
end wall. 
The surface of glaciers is broken up into 
all sorts of odd shapes—in appearance not 
unlike water roughened by a storm. l.arge 
fissures, or cracks, are common, and make 
walking dangerous. Persons who venture 
far. without being familiar with the ice. are 
apt to find themselves in a network of 
seams, that cross each other in different 
directions, like fences. 
Some of these 
cracks arc many feet wide, and as deep as 
the eye 
can see. very likely extend­ 
ing to the bottom of the giaeier. Some­ 
times they are crossed by narrow bridges 
ofsnow, that must be carefully pressed 
upon and packed with the foot to enable 
them to bear the weight of a man. 
Parties 
going to t.nv great distance upon the ice 
provide themselves with ladders, ropes, 
grappling irons, and like apparatus, to help 
them across these cavities. 
The Alps, in Switzerland, are among the 
greatest wonders «f the world. 
Every 
traveler in Europe feels that lie must make 
at least one visit to them. Now and then a 
liardy man attempts the ascent of one of 
the mountains. A few have been up Mont 
Blanc, the highest of all—a three days’ 
journey of such 
terrible exposure that 
it often 
happens 
that 
persons 
lose 
the 
use 
of one 
or 
more of their 
limbs from the cold. Recently a party of 
eleven, who made the ascent, were over­ 
taken by a snow-storm when returning 
down the mountain, were lost, and all per­ 
ished. Three only of their bodies h a\e as 
yet been recovered. 
Often a glacier comes in its course to a 
precipice, over the edge of which it presses, 
and falling, in huge masses, crushes all be­ 
neath. 
W hole villages have been de­ 
stroyed by the'e avalanches. The mass is 
sometimes sufficient to choke up the nar­ 
row gorge into which it falls, thus shutting 
in the water formed by the melting of the 
lower end of the glacier. If the barrier is 
strong enough to bear the pressure upon it. 
the landscape is enriched liy a lake, which 
often finds an outlet in a beautiful cascade. 
More frequently, however, the dam gives 
way. ami the torrent rushes down upon 
the cultivated land, sweeping everything 
before it. A remarkable instance of this 
kind occurred in the Val de Bagues about 
fifty years ago. The river Dranse became 
entirely stopped by avalanches where it 
passed through a narrow gorge near th e 1 
upper end of the valley. 
It s o o h became 
evident that the flood m ust burst the icy 
barrier, and desolate the entire valley, 
which was in many [daces thickly settled. 
A bold engineer proposed to cut a tunnel, 
and let the water oil gradually. 
The 
workmen were busy' at it for more than a 
month, in constant danger of tlicir lives 
from falling iee or stones. The gallery, 
when finished, was sixtv-eight feet long. 
At first the plan succeeded well. 
In three 
days the lake, which contained eight hun­ 
dred 
cubic 
feet 
of 
water, 
was 
reduced a third. 
Then it was discov­ 
ered 
that 
the 
water 
was 
mining 
the wall. It fell with a fearful crash. 
In 
half an hour the lake was empty. The 
flood rushed down, acquiring new force as 
it burst Irom one narrow gorge to another, 
and carrying with it forests, rocks, houses, 
barns and cultivated lands. 
For the lirst 
four miles it swept along at the rate of 
twenty miles an hour, or as last as an ordi­ 
nary train of rail cars. 
In six hours and a 
half it reached Lake Geneva, a distance of 
forty-five miles 
W hole villages were de­ 
stroyed. The ci.tire lower end of the val­ 
ley was covered with a layer of new soil, 
brought by the torrent. In parts it was so 
deep that it was necessary to out roads 
through it. In places every landm ark was 
effaced. 
W here glaciers shall end is pretty evenly 
decided by the warmth Sf the air. They 
cannot long exist where the ice is melting. 
There have been cases, however, where they 
have pushed themselves into cultivated 
fields. Men have picked and eaten ripe 
cherries w ith one foot upon the ice and ¡lie 
other upon the tree. The glacier of Brenva, 
having reached the foot of the mountain, 
and being still crowded on by the weight of 
snow above, not only crossed the valley, 
but plowed its way for a considerable 
distance up the opposite slope. 
Green 
field.: peeped lroin beneath it on either 
side. The remains of walls and fences 
showed where large villages were buried. 
The valley was divided by a wall of ice. 
In Greenland, and other very cold coun­ 
tries, the glaciers often descend to the 
water's edge, and discharge themselves 
upon the ocean in immense floes, or bergs. 
It is not uncommon for a vessel to fasten 
to one of these great fields of ice, and the 
crew to travel for days along its surface, 
without discovering but what they are 
upon the mainland. Sometimes their size 
is equal to a hundred square miles. They 
are raised above the water from two to 
eight feet. These bodies of iee are the 
cause of much danger to shipping: for a 
vessel caught between two of them is 
almost certain to be crushed. The stoutest 
ribs cannot stand their pressure. 
Ice fields and floes are often salt-water 
formations, unconnected 
with 
glaciers, 
but icebergs are always fresh. They are 
comparatively small, but rise two or three 
hundred feet above the water, in very dif­ 
ferent and queer figures. Every foot above 
water shows that there are eight beneath, 
so they must sometimes be more than two 
thousand feet thick. They are loaded with 
rocks and other substances, which, as the 
ice melts, fall to the bottom of the sea. 
W inds and tides bring these bergs so far 
south that they are often met by vessels 
crossing from Ñew York to Liverpool, and 
are sometimes stranded on the coast of 
N e w foun dland. 


SCIENCE NOTES. 


Having used an artificial gastric juice 
prepared with hydrochloric acid and pep­ 
sin Messr'. Chittenden and Cummins ob­ 
tained the following figures for the diges 
tibility of certain substances, that of beef 
being assumed as 100; Veal 95, mutton 
02, chicken (light m eat> ST. chicken 'dark 
meat) St. salmon *J2, mackerel S6, haddock 
82, trout 87, lobster (young) 88, lobster 
¡large female) 70, lobster i large male) 60, 


fresh cod 72. Generally the white flesh is 
more digestible than the dark and raw meat 
than cooked. 
W riting on the production of photo­ 
graphs to scale, a correspondent of the 
ricld says if a iuan wants a carriage or im ­ 
plement photographed so as to make a 
working copy to scale all that is necessary 
is, when a [date is being taken, that a clear 
and distinct three-foot rule be placed on 
the carriage or implement. 
The rule is 
photographed with the other object, and. 
no m atter wliat the size of the print or 
negative may be, will always give a true 
scale. 
W ithin certain limits such a proce­ 
dure should prove very useful. 
A simple but infallible test for alum in 
flour : If a portion of adulterated flour is 
placed in a small quantity of chloroform the 
flour floats, wiiile the afum or other m in­ 
eral matter sinks to the bottom. In a sim­ 
ilar way alum iu bread may be instantly 
detected by placing a small piece of the sus­ 
pected loaf in a solution ot logwood and 
carbonate of ammonia; if alum be present 
the bread will turn blue. 
\\ e extract from a foreign journal the 
following formula for a cement, which is 
very nearly colorless: Seventy parts fine 
out. pure India rubber, which lias not been 
vulcanized, dissolved in 100 parts of chlo­ 
roform : when the rubber is thoroughly 
dissolved add fifteen parts gum mastic. It 
will require several days to dissolve, and it 
must be kept in stoppered bottles out of the 
reach of heat. 
By means of a horizontal pendulum seis­ 
mograph some interesting facts concerning 
tiie Japanese earthquake of October 13, 
1884, were obtained. The movement of the 
ground from one side to the other was 4.3 
centimeters. 
The most violent motions 
were over in about ten seconds. 
A concentrated solution of bichromate of 
potash ami glue makes a cement for arti­ 
cles to broken glass which will resist boil­ 
ing water. 
It is carefully applied to the 
surface, and when the broken parts are 
brought together the whole is exposed to 
the action of the sun. 
Dr. K. von Lendenfeld found traces of 
glacial action on the highest peaks of the 
Australian mountains. No evidence of ice 
action was found at less than 5,800 feet 
above the sea. 


INDUSTRIAL NOTES. 


An architect thus recommends the use 
of copper as a roof-covering in place of tin : 
We always specify (lie use of copper for 
covering roofs when we can induce owners 
to allow us to do so, on account of its dura­ 
bility, although its cost is about $14 per 100 
square feet over the price of tin rooting. 
ANhen we reflect t fiat a tin roof requires 
constant repairs, and painting at least every 
two years at a cost of two or tiiree cents a 
foot, varying as to the number of coats the 
cost of repairs for six years, together with 
the cost of tin roof, equals the cost of cop­ 
per. 
A substitute for leather is prepared as 
follows bv E. Bauer, of Vienna : The white 
of an egg, to which dextrine, gum, etc, 
may be added, is mixed with glycerine, 
fatty vegetable oil and a concentrated solu­ 
tion of caoutchouc into a mass 
and this 
mass, which may be colored by the addi­ 
tion of a suitable coloring matter, is then 
'¡•read over plates and left until it solidi­ 
ties. It is then left to dry at a low temper­ 
ature, and tanned like leather by being 
taken through tannine solutions. 
To write on steel : Clean the steel with 
some oil and cover its surface with a layer 
of molten beeswax. 
A sharp-pointed stick 
is used to «-rite ou tlie wax. so as to lav 
bare the parts of the metal which have to 
retain the writing. 
The parts thus ex­ 
posed are covered by means of a brush with 
a mixture of six parts nitric acid and one 
part muriatic acid. 
After five minutes the 
metal is placed in water in order to stop 
the further action of the acid mixture. 
There are 5* pound» of cotton seed to 
very pound of fiber. 
More than 4,000,000 
tons are produced annually, but only 10 
per cent, of the seed is crushed, the rest be­ 
ing thrown away. A ton of seed yields 
thirty-five gallons of oil, t wenty-two pounds 
of cotton and 750 pounds of cake used for 
tar ten', i) g cattle. The oil is largely used 
for making line soups, and when refined 
properly can hardly be distinguished from 
olive oil. 
Many soft timbers, especially walnut, arc 
more destructive to the cutting edge of 
[•lanes than harder wood, such as oak. The 
reason is the presence of extremely minute 
crystals of silica in these soft woods. These 
paitirles are of uniform size and evenly 
listrihuted through the tissue of tlie wood. 


T h e K inil o f a M an (Ira n i W as. 
The lirst time General Grant left Culpep­ 
per Court-house, where liis headquarters 
then were, for Washington, the Quarter­ 
master made up a special train to accom­ 
modate the sick and such as might have 
leave of absence. One passenger car in the 
train was reserved for < -enera! Grant and 
the two or three other officers with him, 
and they did not attract any special atten­ 
tion as they parsed into the car. The Gen­ 
eral was always the plainest and least os­ 
tentatious man in the army. All the cars 
of the train, except the one reserved for 
General Grant, were soon crowded, and 
many 
soldiers were standing on the 
platform of the station. General Grant was 
sitting alone on the side of the car next to 
tli<' platform and near to the door, when a 
soldier came to the door and was told by 
the guard that lie could not come into that 
car. General Grant asked the guard wbat 
the man wanted, and was told he wanted 
to go to Washington. The General then 
asked why the man was not permitted to 
come into the car, and was answered that 
“ This car is a special car for General Grant 
and lii'stafl." The General replied quickly. 
“ Let him come in. I only occupy one 
scat in this car.’ 
This was the first inti­ 
mation the guard had that General Grant 
and his staff were in the car. The General 
then asked what the other men were doing 
who were standing out on the platform, 
and beii$f told that they wanted to go to 
Washington he 'aid. : Let all who can 
crowd in get i' . 
The cur was soon filled, 
one private soldier taking a seat beside the 
General and engaging him in conversation 
nearly all the way to Alexandria, not 
knowing with whom he was talking.— 
[Cleveland Herald. 


T h e L aw o f L ib e l.—In a recent libel 
suit in Rhode Island a Chief Justice, in his 
charge to the jury, laid down the law on 
the rights of the press as follows : 1 think 
that a public newspaper has a right to com­ 
m ent upon and criticise in the discharge of 
public duties. 
1 think that if the publish­ 
ers discover what they consider to bo de­ 
fects they have a right to point them out. 
If there are facts which suggest fault I 
think that the public press lias a right to 
criticise and to censure. If in the exercise 
of this freedom of comment they act fairly 
and honestly, and meaning to do what is 
right, they cannot be held accountable. It 
is of great importance to the public that the 
newspapers should have this liberty. 
If 
there should be none to censure or to criti­ 
cise, frauds would grow more and more in­ 
to!, rabie, to the manifest peril of the pub­ 
lic welfare, and therefore yon can see that 
the public have a great interest in m ain­ 
taining unshackled the right of the public 
press to freely and fairly criticise.—[I’acifie 
Printer. 


M o cn d B c ild ix i. a n d R e lic ,io t» B e lie f . 
Among the earliest of religious beliefs is 
that ot Animism, or nature worship. Next 
to this in the rising scale is anima! worship, 
and following it is sun worship. Animism 
is the religion of the savage and hunter 
races, who are generally wanderers. Ani­ 
mal worship is the religion of tlie sedentary 
tribes, and is peculiar to a condition where 
agriculture and permanent village life ap­ 
pear. Sun worship is the religion of village 
tribes and is peculiar to the stage which 
borders upon the civilized. It is a religion 
which belongs to the status of barbarism, 
but often passes over into the civilized 
state. Now, judging from all circumstances 
and signs, we should say that the em leni- 
atic mound builders were in u transition 
state, between the conditions of savagery 
and barbarism, and that they had reached 
the point where anim al worship is very pre­ 
valent.—[American Antiquarian.

A u cien t Reservoirs. 
The reservoirs of the ancients were not 
inferior to those of the present time. The 
expertness of the ancient engineers is at­ 
tested by the remains ex tan t; they certain­ 
ly are not buried in [be waters of the 
Lethe. 
'Slie Pools of Solomon still con­ 
tinue to furnish water to Jerusalem. They 
are three in number. 
The upper is 160 
feet above the middle one. the latter 248 
feet above the lower. 
The first was sup­ 
plied by pipes from springs, and, when full, 
emptied into the second, and that into the 
lower one. 
The water was used for irri­ 
gating Solomon’s gardens and supplying 
his temple. 
The lower pool held about 
31,442.425 gallons, the middle about 12,­ 
280,912, and the upper one 13,778.772—a 
Í grand total of 58,511,109 gallons, or nearly 
‘ six times as much as the Kansas City 
reservoir, which is estimated at 10,090.000 
gallons. These pools were solid rock and 
masonry, lined with cement, and had steps 
leading to the bottom. One historian says , 
that Nebuchadnezzar, wishing to brick the ! 
bottom of the Euphrates, which flowed 
through the center of Babylon, caused a 
reservoir forty miles square to be dug, so as 
to allow his masons a dry river bed. 
A n­ 
other historian writes that 
Nito.'ris, a 
daughter of Nebuchadnezzar, is said to 
have dug a reservoir 420 stadia in circum­ 
ference, lined with stone, for the waters of 
he Euphrates, in order that the river bed 
at Baby'on should be dry, so that she 
could build piers for a bridge. A stadium 
being 625 feet, it would make this circum­ 
ference forty miles. These two reservoirs 
may be tlie same, and this shows what dis­ 
crepancies there are among writers.—

A T a l l o w T r e e .—This remarkable tree 
is a native of China. In the island of Chu- 
san quantities of oil and tallow are extract­ 
ed from its fruit, which is gathered when 
tiie tree has lost its leaves. The twigs 
bearing the fruit are cut down and carried 
to a farm-house, where the seed is stripped 
off and put into a cylindrical box open at 
one end and pierced with holes at the op­ 
posite one. The box is then suspended in 
a cylindrical kettle containing water, and 
tlie* diameter of which differs but little from 
that of the box. This soon softens the 
seeds and facilitates the separation of the 
tallow. 
After about a quarter of an hour’s 
exposure to steam the seeds are poured into 
a steam mortar, where they are stirred 
about until all the tallow has been separa­ 
ted in a semi-liquid state. It is afterward 
poured into a cylinder with a hole at the 
bottom, through which it is driven by the 
action of a press. 
It comes out perfectly 
free from all impurities, and soon becomes 
solid.

DE. WHITTAKER REPLIED TO 


i)r. W hittaker, of Cincinnati, has per­ 
mitted an interview with him to lie pub­ 
lished, in which lie argues against crema* 
ion. 
The argument of the* gentleman has 
been reproduced by a San Francisco jour­ 
nal in ful!. 
There is not a “ poin t” that 
s not capable of being rebutted by the 
acts. 
The doctor has dealt with scientific 
facts with a freedom of truth not at all 
complimentary either to his conscience or 
his knowledge. 
A few of these we propose to point out. 
“ That there is nothing loathsome in pu­ 
trefaction in the grouud.” 
On this head 
it would be sufficient to call as a witness 
any undertaker or sexton. 
The doctor ni­ 
eges that it is a myth, but cites not a scin- 
;illa of proof. 
lie admits that “ decompo­ 
sition is only a slow combustion,” and thus 
contributes his testimony to cremation, for 
it is one of the chief claims of its disciples 
¿hat incineration only accomplishes more 
speedily the oxidation that burial brings 
about after a long season of horrible decay, 
iiecause of the retarding and surrounding 
earth. 
“ The sequestration of grounds for ceme- 
terics is no objection, for in a few years 
they are abandoned and converted into 
parks.” 
W here this is true, it is one of 
the most forcible of reasons yet advanced 
for cremation. 
It proves that the senti­ 
ment clinging about the act of committing 
ihe body to the bosom of mother eartli is 
soon violated, and that burial does not 
command the respect of men for the place 
of sepulture. 
If the ashes of the loved 
were 
inuraed, however, the 
abandon­ 
ment 
of 
a 
“ home 
for 
the 
dead ” 
would not mean the plowing up of the 
bones and the removal of decaying re­ 
mains. 
Nor in inum ing are the graves 
two or three deep,” as is true in hosts of 
cemeteries. 
Grimm declares that there is 
no* a churchyard in Germany where the 
graves have not been disturlied to admit 
new occupants. 
Switzerland permits re­ 
moval of bodies after seven years, to make 
room for “ new dead.” 
Germany puts the 
lim it at fifteqn years, and France at hut 
five. 
“ The drift o f opinion of scientific men 
does not favor the belief that burial pois­ 
ons the ground and the water in it.” 
The 
proof of scientific research is all the other 
way. 
The Brazilian and U nited States 
Commission two years ago demonstrated 
that the 
living germs of yellow fever 
swarm in grave grounds of two years’ vic­ 
tims. and 
these 
germs conveyed 
the 
disease. 
Our own Board of Health ad­ 
vises that in deaths by diphtheria, small­ 
pox aud cholera, the body, prior to burial, 
t>e so treated or inclosed as to prevent con­ 
tamination of the earth. 
The eminent 
physician W egmann-Ercolani, in laborious 
essays, proves such a position as that taken 
by I>r. W hittaker to be false; as also have 
biemeus, Pasteur, Southwood-Smith, Sir 


H enry Thompson, the eminent English 
scientist, and others. 
The famous Dr. 
Kieeke testifies that the putrid emanations 
from graves affect the lungs through im­ 
purity of the air, and assail the blood. 
I)r. Cojieland, Dr. Koch, Dr. Eward and 
Dr. Carpenter all agree to this. 
The plague in Modena, in 1828, was 
proven by Dr. B ianchito have been caused 
by excavations in the plague burial yard, 
where the victims’ bodies had lieen buried 
three hundred years before. 
The same 
thing happened in 1854 in Derbyshire, 
England, at 
Eyam, where plague vic­ 
tim-; were buried in 3065; yet disturbance 
of the ground produced a fearful epidemic 
disease resembling cholera. 
So in 1823, 
the 
plague 
in 
F.gypt 
was 
traced 
directly to the reopening of a disused 
graveyard at Kelioub. J. I). Bcugless, in 
liis essay, proven that in 1853 the mortality 
froui yellow fever was 452 in every 1.000 
in New Orleans districts where yellow fe­ 
ver cemeteries are located, but only half 
that 
in 
other districts. 
W ashington 
Square, New York, was once the city’s 
potters’ field, vet to this day it is impossi- 
lile to raise children on the ground floor of 
houses around that respectable reservation. 
Dr. W hittaker deelares it to he all bosh 
that the waters of cemeteries are contam­ 
inated, and declares that the researches of 
Petenkofer show that all impurities are 
destroyed 
forever 
by 
the 
earth, 
and 
at 
the 
distance 
of 
a 
few 
rods from the reception of sewage the 
water is safe, and that the observations of 
Roth and Lex show that the wells in fif­ 
teen graveyards in Berlin contain nitrates 
in less quantity than the average wells of 
the 
city. 
The 
doctor 
is disingenu­ 
ous. 
l ’etenkofer’s 
researches 
related 
m ainly 
to 
sewage. 
Iioth 
and 
Lex 
found exceptionally deep wells, and their 
finding was only comparative. 
But they 
are not quotable against the overwhelming 
wave of sanitary research and proof to the 
contrary. 
The London Lancet sums up the 
whole case in these words: 
“ It is a well- 
ascertained fact that the surest carrier 
and most deadly fruitful nidus of zymotic 
contagion is this brilliant, enticing-look- 
ing water, charged with nitrates which re­ 
sult from decomposition.” 
A further objection of W hittaker is that 
cremation costs as much as funerals. 
I.ct 
us see: apart from carriage-hire, the cost 
of an ordinary cremation is 810 ; a terra 
cotta urn, from 85 to $10; a niche in the 
columbarium, say 88 : an inscribed tablet, 
say 85. 
Total, 868. 
The cost of an 
ordinary funeral is from 8100 to 8250. 
In 
neither case is there taken into account 
the cost of a lot, for a lot may be used in 
which to bury the ashes and upon which 
to erect a monument, for cremation does 
not mean abandonment of a cemetery, nor 
invasion of the sentiment that commits 
dust to dust and ashes to ashes. 
It does 
mean lessening of the area of cemeteries, 
however. 
Cremation, say» Dr. W hittaker, hides 
crime, and it is the only argument he ad­ 
vances of any special force. 
So it would, 
where proper precautions were not taken. 
In all cases of doubt the stomach and 
lungs may he taken from the body for 
chemical examination. 
But non-volatile 
mineral poisons remain in the ashes, and 
are to lie detected there. 
Incineration 
only renders care iu autopsies greater. 
The final argument of Dr. W hittaker i.» 
that cremation i» a thief, for it robs the 
earth of the food the body is to it. 
As 
nothing iuaterial is destroyed, nor departs 
from the globe, cremation does not remove 
from the earth and its atmosphere any of 
the elements of the body, and but a hand­ 
ful of a.slies is sequestered in each case. 
But this feeding of the eartli, even if ad­ 
mitted, is more tliau offset by contamina­ 
tion of the soil, the water and the air, in 
the language of Sir Henry Thompson, 
with the germs of disease. 
These are all the “point»” the doctor 
makes at all worthy of consideration. 
Every one of them confesses a weakness. 
On the other hand, the affirmative reasons 
for cremation are overw helm ing; cleanli­ 
ness, non-pollution of soil, air and water, 
prevention of burial alive, economy, en­ 
abling the remains of 
families to be 
brought together, prevention of disease 
dissemination, the check it may be made 
to plagues by destroying the germs, non­ 
sequestration of great areas of ground, non­ 
theft of liodie» and non-desecration of 
graves, avoidanceof the horrible loathsome­ 
ness of the process of decay, and avoidance 
of possible saponification as in case of the 
bodies in wet cemeteries that are changed 
to adipocere.

the dispatches for some days without incur­ 
ring heavy penalties for libel. 
It i» well for Sir Charles Dilke’s delicate 


reputation that England is what it is, and 
that he can salve a hideous sore, heal a 
vicious moral delinquency and sew up the 
public mouth with pounds sterling. 
It is 
well for Sir Charles Dilke that he has not 
to deal with the American press. 
No such 
salving of palms could »ave him here. But 
Dilke, in his liaison with the wife of a 
Londoner, was not worse than many SB- 
other civil official of her Majesty Victoria 
Alexandrina, who lias 
not been found 
out. The moral rottenness of English high 
life has been on exposition recently, and 
the revelations give Sir Charles a great deal 
o f company. 
There i» only one man worse 
than Dilke. and he is so much more blame­ 
worthy, that the English knight is not to 
be mentioned in the same breath, and that 
is “ the aggrieved husband” who sells his 
honor for 
gold and becomes a 
partv 
to 
the 
infamy 
of 
his 
wife for 
a 
price 
fixed. 
There 
is 
no 
sympathy 
to be wasted upon the woman either, who 
has been the cause of all the social stench. 
It appears that she made and kept an ap­ 
pointment with Sir Charles, but finding at 
the rendezvous another of her own kind, 
whom the liberal aristocrat had forgotten, 
she becomes terribly indignant, experi­ 
ences a sudden shock of jealous virtue, and 
makes the whole affair known. A meaner, 
more unromantic or more vulgar scandal 
than this has not stirred English society 
for an age, nor one in which jealousy has so 
come to the front as the champion of vir­ 


tue. 
Had the unexpected woman not ap- j 
peared the expected would never have 
blazoned abroad her own dishonor. 
In 
some respects the whole affair looks very 
much like a set and successful scheme on 
the part of both husband and wife to en­ 
trap and blackmail Dilke, who muzzles the 
Courts, gags the press, and comes forth in 
a clean coat of social whitewash. 
It i» 
tolerable to refer to this scandal only be­ 
cause of the wide publicity it has already 
gained, and because it comes on as a sequel 
to recent exposures of moral corruption in 
English society that read lessons to all 
others. 
It serves to lay bare the methods 
by which crime, when backed by wealth 
and 
political 
influence, 
can 
shelter 
itself beneath 
the 
mantle 
of 
the 
law. 
Precisely 
such 
a 
result 
is 
possible under our laws—to their shame 
be it said—but we do not believe that any 
such processes would gag the American 
press, notwithstanding that it has been 
in 
not 
a 
few 
instances 
bribed 
into 
silence. 
It should not be possible to gag 
prosecution for crime— to put the admin­ 
istration of the law at the mercy of whoso­ 
ever sees fit, for a price, to sell it out. 
Prosecution for crime dioulil he unsalable, 
and even criminal libel should not lie pun­ 
ishable at the mere whim of the party sup­ 
posed to he chiefly offended. 
Society is 
injured whenever a criminal libel is ut­ 
tered. 
Iu fact, it is more aggrieved than 
the parties immediately concerned. 
We 
cannot understand why it should remain 
the law that SBch offenses as these shall lie 
punishable only when a given party sees 
fit to put the machinery of the law into 
operation. 


GRATITUDE AND THE FACTS. 


It is gratifying to find a dignified official 
body like the State Board of H ealth com­ 
ing forward and acknowledging the help­ 
fulness of the press. 
That Board has 
most warmly expressed its thanks to the 
newspapers of the State for giving public­ 
ity to its circulars of advice and affording 
it the means of freely addressing the pub­ 
lic, as well as for a manful »tand taken by 
the most of the State press on the side of 
the Board in its unsuccessful effort to have 
the State do its duty in the matter of pre­ 
cautionary action to prevent the invasion 
of the State by epidemic diseases, such as 
cholera, yellow fever aml small-pox. 
Yet 
it remains that, in a most contemptible 
spirit of economy, the late Legislature did 
point-blank refuse to give the Board the 
power common prudence dictates it should 
passes», iu the form of means to enable it 
to erect harriers upon our borders in the 
shape of quarantine stations. The truth is 
that while the press generally has sus­ 
tained the Board, a portion of it antago­ 
nized the proposition for quarantine sta 
tions. 
And it is very singular that this 
opposition 
came 
wholly 
from 
San 
Francisco, 
and 
was 
founded 
upon 
misconception of what the Board desired. 
What is more singular and unaccountable, 
however, is the fact that after the matter 
had been freely explained and it had been 
shown conclusively that the hill called 
only for inland stations, and not for quar­ 
antine grounds, where Chinese immigrants 
could he herded and then turned loose in 
violation of the Restriction Act, the San 
Francisco press still opposed the bill—a 
measure everyone now admits to lie one of 
necessity. 


RUNNING TO COVER. 


Precisely what was to he desired has 
happened— a leading New York journal 
has assailed the action of the committee 
of the Supervisors of San Francisco that 
reported iqion the filthy condition of the 
Chinese quarter and has augmented the 
publicity of the report. 
Now comes the 
New York Herald and sneers at the find­ 
ings. 
The burden of its cry is that San 
Francisco should not complain of that 
which she has tolerated. 
That is to say, 
if Chinatown is such a stench, the city is 
responsible for having permitted it. 
Even 
if this lie admitted to have force, what 
does it prove? 
Certainly not the desire- 
ahleuess of Chinese immigration, nor the- 
undesireableness of sanitary reform in the 
Chinese quarters in California. 
It might 
he replied that for a quarter of a century 
New York tolerated the horrors and mis­ 
eries of “F ive Points,” but the historie 
fact did not stay the hand of reform put 
forth under the administration of Fernan­ 
do Wood. 
The Herald is anxious to have 
< alifornia for once discuss the Chinese evil 
without prejudice. 
All questions should 
he so considered. 
The difficulty in the 


present case is, that however calm ly we 
may debate ,‘he subject in hand; however 
cogent the reasons ad van ceil; 
however 
strong and convincing the proofs offered, 
and however invincible the conclusions 
drawn, the sentimental press of the East 
insists that the California disputant is 
prejudiced; that is to say, our Eastern 
friends invariably beg the question by de­ 
nying to us the capacity to debate the 
matter dispassionately. 
For some years 
the aggravating character of the debate 
has been due to this running to cover by 
the opposition. 
There never can be any 


Vesponse made to a disputant who, when 
confronted with proofs and confounded by 
reason, replies “You are prejudiced.” 
It 
is the last resort of the defeated and the 
cowardly refuge of the incompetent. 


BEGGING JHE^ QUESTION. 


Referring to the drainage claims decis- 
sion the San Francisco Cedi- says: 
“ The 
¡Judge ignores the facts that the constitu­ 
tionality o f iLo law was disputed from the 
first, and that the work was nut performed 
in a wav to do the State a n y good if the 
law had been declared valid.” 
Of course, 
our respected contemporary com mits a 
ludicrous blunder when it speak» 
of a 
Court ignoring a “ fact," when question'"» of 
law and not of fact alone were before the 
Court, and neither the beneficial quality 
nor the 
character of 
the work were 
in 
issue. 
But 
suppose 
it 
is admitted 
that to 
be 
an 
issue, what has 
that 
to do with it ? 
The work was done before 
the A ct was declared unconstitutional, and 
after the law-making power had declared it 
to lie constitutional, and had invested it 
with all the regalia of legality. 
Suppose» 
for argument’s sake, that the work done 
was of no benefit, what has that to do with 
the pavmen* of the worker? 
H e did not 
devise the plans. 
H is was not the scheme. 
It was not by his advice that the work was 
done. 
Should the man who labored with 
his teams in hauling earth to the embank­ 
ments, the carpenters who joined the tim ­ 
bers, the laborers who cut the willows, the 


men who toiled with shovel and pick, the 
contractor who bid lowest and gave bonds 
and executed the work as directed hv the 
State— should these be now told “ Oh, the 
work was of no use to the State, and must 
not, therefore, be paid for ?” 
Ls this the 
standard of justice our contemporary does 
battle for? 


THE COUNTY EXHI3ITS. 


N othing has been more successful or 
widely beneficial at the State Fair than 
the exhibits made by the counties of the 
State. 
Nothing since their inauguration 
has done more to properly advertise the 
State abroad. 
The first countv exhibit 
ever made at the State Fair was that of So­ 
noma. Ilersei-ond, with others, was bodily 
transferred by the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road Company to Eastern fairs, and a 
large portion of the goods were taken to 
European fair». 
The major portion of the 
exhibits of 
1884 were 
shown at 
the 
World’s Fair at New Orleans and will he 
exhibited this fall at several Eastern 
fairs. 
W e all know how beneficial this 
grouped showing of the State products has 
been. 
It has been in the nature of prov­ 
ing the pudding by the eating. 
The time 
is near at hand for another State Fair, and 
it is anticipated that the county exhibits 
will be more numerous as regards competi­ 
tors, and larger and better in each group, 
than ever before. 
Instead of a half-dozen 
counties exhibiting this year there should 
be twenty—certainly fifteen— and in lime 
the fifty-two counties should occupy the 
great Pavilion, to the exclusion, if neces­ 
sary, of the 
“ shop.” 
The premiums 
offered now are for the most extensive, 
perfect and varied exhibit of farm pro­ 
ducts (exclusive of live stock), exhibited 
as a county production. 
For the best dis­ 
play 8500 in cash is offered as a premium. 
Among all others the sum of 81,000 will 
be equitably 
apportioned according to 
merit. 
It i.» to be hoped that the system 
of county exhibits will be greatly extend­ 
ed and its scope enlarged. 
It is capable of 
the broadest possibilities. 
It should en­ 
gage the earnest attention of all cultiva­ 
tors and enlist their heartiest sympathies. 
The Grauges are probably the best agen­ 
cies to take the lead in organizing the 
producers into activity in this matter. 
The premiums offered assure at least a re­ 
turn of the cost of collecting the articles, 
but away above and beyond all other con­ 
siderations is the weighty and all-important 
one, that these exhibits are the very best 
means of advertising our State and invit­ 
ing to :i that we need so much, new popu­ 
lation. intelligent, progressive and pos­ 
sessed of some means. 


It is said that certain parties in San 
Francisco propose to use the hall where 
the Grant memorial exercises are tob e 
held, on the 8th inst., for a masquerade 
ball on the evening of that day.

T hey w ere very c lear an d not to 
be m istak en o r m isconstrued by th e intelligent 
a n d conscientious read er.

W ith som e notab le ex cep ­ 
tions, ii is considered th e h ig h est o f journalistic 
ab ility to disto rt w h at a n o th er says in debate, 
an d draw conclusions from an article u nder 
criticism w hich it does no t w arran t. 
To such 
an e x te n t has th is vu lg ar, not to say m ean 
m ethod o f debate gone in th e A m erican press 
th a t th e public h av e com e to look w ith suspicion 
upon w h atev er one new spaper declares to be 
th e opinion o f an o th er. 
P erhaps, how ever, th is 
is w ell, since it m ay prove th e an tid o te for th e 
poison a n d b rin g about th e restoration of a b e t' 
te r code of new spaper ethics.

A G r e a t C u r io s ity .—M . J . Bnm dage, 
late of this city, sends from Challenge 
Mills, Yuba county, to the R e. ord-U nion 
a photograpli taken by him of a singular 
growth. 
It represents a mountain oak, 
two feet in diameter at the ground and fif­ 
teen feet in height, at a point where it ap­ 
pears, at some tim e quite remote, to have 
been broken off. 
Each side of this break, 
which evidently left a cup-like indentation, 
grow out on one side and up on the other 
limbs bearing the usual foliage. 
But from 
the 
point 
of 
the 
supposed 
break, 
rises 
out 
of 
the 
oak 
and 
grow­ 
ing firmly from it, a cedar tree which is 
about thirteen inches in diameter and rises 
straight as an arrow between twenty-five 
and thirty feet. 
It is as shapely and hand­ 
some a cedar as one could wish to see. 
It 
is located about three miles from Challenge 
Mills and is in the high sierras. 
It is a re­ 
markable curiosity, and is so regarded by 
all who visit it. 
Whether the cedar grows 
after the manner oi a graft, or whether it 
lias a tap root extending down through the 
oak, 
aie 
questions 
to 
be 
deter­ 
mined. 
The photograph we will have 
framed and presented to the 
Museum 
Association at 
the Wednesday evening 
meeting next week. 
Only one instance 
recalled of a similar growtli is in the 
Calaveras grove of big trees, where some 
years ago" was seen a small sugar pine 
growing out of the fork formed at a great 
bight by a lim b and the trunk of one o f the 
giant sequoias. 
Evidently the sugar pine 
seed, being there lodged, found sustenance 
sufficient after germination to feed the 
pine growth.

E x er c ise» o f F a rra ,u n it o G r a m o ia r S ch o o l 
—T h e C la » s In G erm a n —E tc. 
The commencement exercises of the 
graduating class of the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar school took place yesterday forenoon 
before a large audience.

“ LOYALTY"— WITH VALEDICTORY. 
The declamation " Loyalty,” with vale­ 
dictory (written by Miss Annie C. Weeks, 
one of the teachers , was delivered by the 
valedictorian, George Vice, in such an ef­ 
fective style of oratory as to attract marked 
attention, and secure to hint renewed 
rounds of applause. The address was as 
follows : 
Throughout all ages, aud in every clim e, the 
virtue o f loyalty has held the respect and ad 
miration of all the l.um an race. Where, against 
the blue skies o f Greece, the stately colum ns of 
ancient 
tem ples 
and 
palaces marked the 
achievem ents o f the trained hands o f man, as 
they gave expression to delicate fancies aud to 
lofty thoughts; where the snow-crowned m oun­ 
tains of Switzerland, “ rock-ribbed and ancient 
as the sun," rear their m assive forms—lasting 
records o f the eternal difl'crenrrs betw een the 
perishable m onum ents o f even the highest hu­ 
man culture and the m ighty tem ples whoso 
granite w alls arose from chaos at the dread 
word o f God ; through the dim ness o f the pant 
and in the glow ing light o f the present, the 
spirit of loyalty has anim ated the noblest o f 
m ankind, and, thank God. still abides, strung 
and true, in m illions o f faithful 1.roasts. 
We generally think o f the word as a synonym 
of patriotism , or love o f country, and our hearts 
th ri.l and burn w ithin us os we realize its m ean­ 
ing. But is tiiis ail? What are friendship, aud 
love, and religion, but the m aiiifestalions o f 
loyalty to those who are dear to us. and the ac­ 
knowledgm ent o f our allegiance to the Great 
Ituler o f the Universe? 
How has the possession of this anim ating and 
pervading principle been proved and tested? 
Ask the weary captives, who, behind prison 
Lars, have w aited for death as for a m essenger 
most loved and must w elcom e—a m essenger, 
one stroke o f whose cold hand would break 
their bonds, aud cool their fevered blood, and 
bring rest and peace und freedom. 
Ask the 
brave soldiers, who. on hard-fought battleilelds, 
have gladly taken their lives in their hands and 
offered them a w illin g sacrifice on the aliar of 
loyalty, w hile their m others and w ives, braver 
still, in desolate hom es have borne the burden 
of their own sad thoughts, their wild forebod­ 
ings. their broken 
hearts and their dumb 
despair. Ask the martyrs of old. who, bound 
on torturing racks or surrounded bv burning , 
fagots, have endured suffering so terrible that 
the m ere record of their agonv m akes our 
cheeks pale aud our hearts fail us, and still have 
kept the faith," and passed, with songs o f 
triumph on their lips and with undaunted 
hearts, beyond the reach o f torture and perse- 
eution. 
And w hat is this to us, boys and girls, as we 
are—men and wom en, as we "soou shall be? It 
is a question we m ay fitly ask to-day, as we 
pause tor a m om ent and look back with affec­ 
tion over the past, even w hile we look forward, 
anxiously and perhaps im patiently, into the 
future.

GERMAN CLASSES OK TH E PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The interest ot our citizens in the pro­ 
gress of their children in the study of Ger- 
mnn was most emphatically expressed by 
the general and generous attendance which 
again crowded the same spacious as-enibly- 
rootus of the Sacrament’ ft Iratnmar School 
in the afternoon. Superintendent Laine 
and members of the Board of Directors 
were present, as also Professors Johnson 
and Rowell, and many of the city teachers 
who had pupils in the German classes. 
The exercises were under the efficient di­ 
rector-hip of Professor Max Lipowitz, and 
proved very interesting to all present, and 
eminently successful, as showing the ad­ 
vancement and proficiency of the scholars 
in the study of the German language. 
The pronunciation ot the German, on 
the part of the American pupils—i. e., the 
children of native Americans—was simply 
surprising, being, as assured by numbers 
of prom inent Germans present, almost, in 
some instances, absolutely free front for­ 
eign accent. In this connection, it is in­ 
teresting and curious to note the remark 
made by one of our prominent German 
cijizens " That, as a rule, the foreign ac­ 
cent is far less observable in those pupils 
whose parents are not Germans,than other­ 
wise."

The latter, wh ■ has taken great in­ 
terest in the study of the German language 
in the schools, called attention to the fact 
that but two years ago the number of puptLs 
studying this language was but 90. whereas 
now there are over 200 pupils enrolled in 
these classes. 
The pupils, he said, are 
making most satisfactory progress, show­ 
ing the excellent efficiency of the teacher 
and the aptitude of the pupils in this study. 
The average attendance of scholars was 191. 
The examination of pupils was a very 
pleasant affair. Short as was the tim e de­ 
voted to it. yet il gave the junior and mid­ 
dle classes of the High ,-chool the opportu­ 
nity to show their fluent ability to under­ 
stand, and, in most instances, to answer in 
German when thus addressed. It ¡«roved 
that the method pursued by Mr. Lipowitz, 
of explaininggrammatical topics in English 
only, and restricting his conversation in 
German to topics not purely grammatical, 
leads 
to happy results. 
The spelling 
throughout appeared to be correct, the pen­ 
manship good, and the ear of the pupils 
admirably trained to catch and follow rapid 
utterance in German.

flie committee appointed by the State 
V iticnltural Commission, for the purpose of 
securing an exliil.it representative of Cali­ 
fornia's viticultural products, has issued 
the following address, and solicit the co­ 
operation of vine-growers throughout the j 
á ta te : 
T he following samples are considered 
desirable by the committee, to be the main i 
features of the exhibit, which should he. in ! 
every possible particular, typical of the 
viticultural industry of this .State: 
1. Collection of wines, brandies, raisins 
and fresh grapes. 
2. Photographs of vineyard scenes, wine 
cellars, grapes, charts, pictures or maps 
illustrative of the extent and diversity of 
th e industry. 
it. Samples of soils from different locali­ 
ties, vines of different ages showing the 
branch and root growth ; pressed specimens 
of tiie foliage; specimens preserved in so­ 
lution. 
4. Products made from the grape, such 
a s grape syrup, cream of tartar, etc. 
6. A register of varieties o f vines for sale, 
with the price and peculiarities ofeai hcon- 
ciscdy staled; also, prices of vines for sale 
am i by whom. 
The committee in charge of this exhibit 
are Hon. M. M. Estee of Napa, Chairman : 
f. Landsbergtr of .San Francisco, Captain .1. 
<,'hamon de St. Hubert and 1>. C. Feeley of 
•Santa Clara county, E. W. Maslin, \V. 1!. 
W est and H. 1*. Livermore of Sacramento 
oounty, F. T. Eisen o f Fresno, J. H. Drum­ 
m ond and Hon. W . McPherson H ill of So­ 
nom a county. 
In order that efficient work may be done 
in Southern California, the following gen­ 
tlem en have been requested to co-operate 
w ith the main committee, with respect to 
sam ples of wines and brandies, v iz : Hon. 
It. F. Del Valle of Eos Angeles, Hon. J. F. 
Crank of Pasadena, and It. J. Northam of 
Anaheim . 
The following named gentlemen have 
been requested to assist the committee in 
securing proper sam ples of raisins, illus­ 
trative of their different sections, viz: Rob­ 
ert McPherson,Orange,Eos Angeles county; 
Col. L. M. Holt, Riverside, San Bernar­ 
dino county; Geo. A . Cowles, El Cajon, San 
Diego county; T. C. W hite, Fresno; D. A. 
Jackson, Woodland. Y olo county; llon.J A. 
Pilcher, Auburn (for the foothills). 
The tollowing extracts, from a letter ad­ 
dressed by C. B. Turrill to the editor of the 
San Francisco Merchant, serve to show more 
particularly the nature of the exhibits de­ 
sired and should be adhered to as closely as 
possible. 


ARRANGEMENT BY COUNTIES. 
"A careful study o f the subject induces 
m e to adhere to m y previous plan of ar­ 
ranging the exhibits Dy counties, and then 
grouping these geographically. Thus the 
visitor forms a pretty correct idea of the re­ 
sources and advantages of each section. 
And when lie passes from one county col­ 
lection to another and sees the same pro­ 
ducts displayed in so m any of these geo­ 
graphical divisions, he is amazed at the 
fact that so m any things are produced 
nearly all over the State. 


A GENERAL DISPLAY. 
“ Besides this general arrangement, I 
want to have sufficient of the exhibits to 
m ake general class displays. 
For instance, 
Í want to get up a general viticultural and 
vinicultural display, which will clearly 
show the extent and diversity of this branch 
o f our State's productive possibilities. 
I 
shall be glad to have all the charts, pict­ 
ures, maps, etc., that I can get, which will 
throw light on these matters. Photographs 
o f vineyard scenes, wine cellars, grapes, 
etc., arc the interesting pictorial part of 
such a d'splay. 
There should also be sam­ 
ples oi 
soils from different vineyards. 
Vines of different ages, showing the branch 
and root growth. 
These should illustrate 
the growth of different varieties a3 well as 
the fertility of the soil. There should be 
pressed specimens of (he foliage. 
The 
vines will have to he dried, and the leaves 
w ill have to be removed; they will simply 
show the canes and the roots. 
The foliage 
m ust be pressed. Then we need specimens 
o f the dillérent varieties preserved in solu­ 
tion. 
1 have a large collection of such 
now . These are in a preservative solution 
of m y own, and keep admirably, retaining 
bloom .,s well as color, t.irm and size. 
I 
put one bunch in a jar; after the solution 
has permeated the berries there is no fear 
but what all will keep well. 


wines in botti.es. 
' It is important that I should have in 
ibis special display as full an assortment as 
possible of wines and brandies of different 
varieties, vintages, and from as great a 
number of localities as they can be pro­ 
cured. Two or three bottles of each would 
be ample for this. 
I would urge that for 
this part of the display, if no other, the 
bottles should be clear, so as to show the 
color of the product contained. 
1 think it 
would be well to have these bottles accom­ 
panied by concise statements of the grapes 
from which made, and also by an analysis. 
There are other points which will suggest 
them selves. 
It is important that all these 
vine products be put up in attractive shape. 
One large display o f wines that came for 
the New: Orleans Exposition would have 
made a better appearance had the bottles 
nee 11 better. 
Some apparently were ordi­ 
nary beer bottles, arid the bight was not the 
same. 
This was unfortunate, and was the 
cause of much adverse criticism. 
W ine 
dealers urge me to impress 
upon our 
makers the importance of tilling the bottles 
i'ulier, and making the capsule come down 
just below the top of the wine. Remember 
that our wines w ill be criticised. It is well 
to avoid grounds of complaint when pos­ 
sible. 
ZAPPING AND LABELING. 
■'('are should be taken in capping, and 
especially in labeling. 
In the collection 
above referred to som e of the bottles had 
been put into the sheaths before the labels 
had dried, and they were rumpled up past 
recovery. Too much care and attention 
cannot be paid to all these little details. 
There are thousands to notice them, and 
m uch depends upon attractiveness. Then 
there is another p oin t; there is a constantly 
present tendency to compare our wines 
w ith the French' not alone' in quality, but 
in the style of bottling, labeling, etc. 
W e 
m ust put our best foot forward in all par­ 
ticulars. 
Many here have objected thai in 
our wines the bottles are not fu ll: that is 
to say, there is anywhere from half an inch 
to nearly two inches between the top of the 
wine and the bottom of the cork. 
It is 
important that I be supplied with a suffi- 
■ eieut number of duplicate labels for all 
bottles, in order to replace the labels in the 
event of their becoming soiled or dam­ 
aged. 
THE RAISIN EX H IBIT. 
“ I have not mentioned the raisin indus­ 
try. 
This is very important. 
And all that 
has been said regarding neatness and care 
is applicable here. 
People arc astonished 
at the beauty and quality of our raisins. 
I 
let them test them when I can. 
The taste 
thus cultivated for our products creates a 
local demand that must lie supplied. Every 
on e speaks of the superiority of our Cal­ 
ifornia products. This sampling creates tiie 
desire to purchase, and local dealers come 
for the addresses of those to whom they 
can write for goods and prices." 


EACH MAKER’S MITE. 


A series of exhibitions is contemplated, 
and the committee asks the earnest, active 
co-operation of all. 
Let no one hesitate 
because he can contribute but iittle, for his 
m ite w ill help to make the mass, and in 
that mass his individuality will not be lost. 
Bach man gets full credit for wliat he does, 
and all have the honor of doing something 
for California. 
There should he a reasonable supply of 
im portant wines that may be tasted by 
those who will be specially interested in our 
viniculture. This can be so conducted as 
to do great good. 
It is not necessary nor 
advisable to treat every man that conic-s 
along, but a little experience demonstrates 
w ho are the parties who w ill be the ones 
a> assist in makiug a market for our wines. 
Exhibits should be properly placed at 
Louisville by August lóth. but it is prob­ 
able that the collection may be added to 
subsequent to that date. 
It w ill thus be 


seen that prompt action is necessary on the 
part of all our viticulturists. 


HOW TO FORW ARD E X H IB IT S . 
All that need be done by exhibitors, after 
packing, is to deliver their packages at the 
nearest railway station with special tags 
attached to them. 
These tags can be ob­ 
tained from any member o f the Central or 
Local Committees, or from the Secretary. 
They arc addressed to T. H. Goodman, 
care of J. T. Car. a hers, Station Baggage 
Master, San Francisco, and state that the 
package is uii exhibit for the Louisville E x­ 
position. 
Mr. Carothers has received in­ 
structions to forward all packages so ad­ 
dressed to their destination without delay. 
As it is deemed desirable that a record of 
all the California exhibits should be kept 
for record at the office of the State Commis­ 
sion. exhibitors are requested to forward to 
the Secretary fu" ; irticulais of the num ­ 
ber and nature of the., exhibits, in accord­ 
ance with the above instructions, with 
detailed accounts of any special peculiari­ 
ties pertaining thereto. 
All exhibits forwarded through this com­ 
mittee will he merely on exhibition as a 
general State display, and not for competi­ 
tion. 
They w ill be forwarded free of 
charge.

SALT AS A DIET. 


T he W in e Crop. 
Recent official reports show liow enor­ 
mous has been the increase of wine pro­ 
duction in this country in recent years. 
The average annual production from 1877 
to 18S5 was 18,954,150 gallons, or more than 
78 per cent, of the whole wine consump­ 
tion. 
From 1870 to 1870 the country’s con­ 
sumption was alm ost equally divided be­ 
tween the imported and 
the domestic 
wines, but the latter are rapidly driving the 
foreign wines out of the American market. 
In 1840 the total import of foreign wines 
was 4.718,802 gallons, or 07.4 per cent, of 
the whole consumption of the country. In 
1880 the total import of foreign wines 
amounted to 5,030,001 gallons, or less than 
18 per cent, o f the whole consumption. 
W hile the country’s consumption o f wine 
has increased 400 per cent, since 1810, the 
foreign import of wine has increased only 
171 per cent, in that period. In 1880 the 
total area devoted to wine culture was 181,­ 
683 acres, and the total wine production of 
that year amounted to 23,453,827 gallons, 
valued at $13,426,175. 
One reason of the rapid growth of Un­ 
wine production in this country is flic 
liberal’policy of the Government. 
W hile 
spirits are taxed ninety cents a gallon and 
malt liquors one dollar a barrel, the pro­ 
duction of domestic wines is not subject to 
taxation. 
Domestic wines are favored at 
the same tim e by heavy import duties on 
foreign wines averaging more than sixty 
per cenl. W hile heavy taxation lias greatly 
checked the consumption of spirits for 
drink, the exemption of domestic wine 
from tax ha- encouraged its consumption 
in still greater proportion. 
The statistics 
of the consumption of spirit-, malt liquors 
and wines mark the great change for the 
better that is going on in the drinking 
habits of the people of the United States. 
Prohibitionists would do well to observe 
that their policy has done nothing to pro­ 
mote this reform. 
So far from promoting 
it, the chief effect of prohibitory legislation 
is to am t its progress.—[Philadelphia 
Record.

A correspondent in Peru, writing to the 
Toledo Blade, says: 
It is -till fashionable 
to go on resurrection expeditions to dig in 
the Inca burying grounds for mummies 
and things that were placed in their graves. 
The Incus had the same mode oí preserv­ 
ing the dead a- the ancient Egyptians, and 
in each grave were placed articles of decor­ 
ation, as well as utensils required by the 
spirits to set up housekeeping in the happy 
land. 
Rings and other ornaments of gold 
and silver, cups and platters of both metals 
in quaint designs, copper articles, strings 
of beads, weaving and cooking appara­ 
tus, water jugs, puts and jam! and all 
sorts 
of 
tilings 
were 
placed 
in 
the 
graves, as well as weapons of war and 
other curiosities that 
interest 
antiqua­ 
rians nowadays. 
Prof. Romandi, a dis­ 
tinguished 
French 
scientist 
in 
Lima, 
has a collection of Inca relics for which he 
was offered 8296,000 gold by the Loudon 
Museum. 
lie is writing a voluminous 
work on the antiquities of Peru, under the 
patronage of the Government, three vol­ 
umes of which have been published, anil 
five more are yet coming. Any one can dig 
up all the relics he wants by hiring a com 
pie of men and going out into the ruins, 
which cover tiie whole country aiqpg the 
coast. There are m illions of' graves yet 
untouched. 
The most curious things are 
mummies' eyes—petrified eyeballs—which 
are usually to be found in the graves if one 
is careful in digging. The Incas had a 
way of preserving the eyes of the dead from 
decay—some process which modern science 
cannot comprehend; and the eyeballs make 
very pretty settings for pins. They are yel­ 
low. and liold light like an opal. *

No one w ill question that chloride of so­ 
dium (salts is capable of doing serious 
harm if taken in any but small quantities. 
It is a mineral substance, an antiseptic, 
and. to some extent, a disinfectant, which 
indicates its antagonism to living things. A 
larger dose than that to which a person is 
accustomed produces great thirst and other 
discomfort.-. 
A still larger dose produce- 
great nan eaand vomiting. 
The continued 
úse of large quantities produces one of the 
most -erious disesses due to dietic error-, 
viz., scurvy. 
The popular belief that an 
appetite for salt is universal among lower 
anim als is without foundation in fact. 
A 
certain class only, and that a very -mall 
class when compared with all other classes 
of the animal kingdom, evinces any special 
fondness for salt. 
Dogs, cats and other 
carnivorous o: Jesli-eating animals, show 
no fondne-s for salt. 
The same is true of 
all ela.-scs of frugivorous animals, of which 
the monkey is a repre-entative, and in nat­ 
ural habits and constitution the nearest 
approach to man to be found in the whole 
animal world. 
Even herbivorous animals 
do not take salt daily with their food, as do 
human beings, but only at intervals, per­ 
haps but a few times a year, or at certain 
seasons only, which suggests the thought 
that probably they take it as a medicine 
rather than as food ; possibly as a vermi­ 
fuge, as its occasional use is said to prevent 
certain intestinal parasites to which these 
animals are subject. That salt is not essen­ 
tial even to the health o f herbivorous an­ 
imals is evinced by the fact that in certain 
parts of the w ound where salt is utterly 
unknown as a natural product, antelope of 
all kinds abound in countless numbers. 
This is the case in Central Africa and in 
other parts o f the world, and it is asserted 
by travelers in South Africa—even where 
salt occurs in abundance naturally—the 
various classes of antelope show no fond­ 
ness for it. 
W e know of many instances 
in which flocks of sheep and herds of cat­ 
tle have been successfully reared without 
salt. 
It is a well-known fact that in certain 
parts of the world salt is even more scarce 
than gold. 
In certain parts of Central 
Africa to say that a certain man eats salt is 
equivalent to saying that he is very rich. 
Yet these people have existed for all ages, 
and have enjoyed the very best of barbar­ 
ous health without a taste of salt from in ­ 
fancy to old age. 
We have also been in­ 
formed on creditable authority that in Sibe­ 
ria salt is not in use a3 a common constit­ 
uent of food : and the same was true of 
numerous North American Indian tribes 
at the time of the discovery of this conti­ 
nent and for some centuries after, and is 
still true of the Pampas Indians o f South 
America. 
In ancient as well as modern 
times there were non-salt-eating people, 
as wc learn from Homer, who, in the 
Odyssey, refers to a nation who ate no 
salt. 
W e are confident that chloride of 
sodium was never intended to he eaten 
as an article o f diet. 
On 
theoretical 
grounds, i; would be just as reasonable to 
add to our food quantities o f phosphate of 
lime, powdered chalk, silica, magnesia, 
chloride of potash and other salts which 
are found in the body, as to add to it com­ 
mon salt. Indeed, the elements mentioned, 
or the most of them at least, are found in 
the body in much larger quantities than is 
common salt. 
It is not qnestioned that in 
an organized form, that in which it occurs 
in almost all our foods, suit is useful in the 
body : but it is certainly reasonable to sup­ 
pose that the same wise Creator who knew 
just how much of phosphates and carbon­ 
ates and other elem ents to put into our 
food, should also have known precisely 
how much chloride o f sodium was best for 
us, and that the admixture o f this one 
necessary ingredient was not left for the 
hap-liazard and uncertain judgment of 
m an.—[Science M onthly. 


G oing U p-Stairs. 
Many per-ons complain of the fatigue of 
mounting long flights o f steps, and feel that 
they are failing before their time. There 
need be no anxiety on this score. Going up­ 
stairs is sim ply performing so much work 
in a given time. 
0 , Farmer, who jias in­ 
vestigated this subject, says : Just for curi­ 
osity T sent m y assistant, who weighed 152 
pounds, to climb the stairs at the Forty- 
second street station, to note the tim e in 
seconds which was required to climb them 
leisurely. 
H e counted the -lairs, 36. and it 
took him 34 seconds to climb them. 
The 
rise of each step was 8 in ch es; total rise, 
8x36=288 inches=24 feet. Now, his weight, 
152 pounds, multiplied by the total rise, 
288 inches=43.786 inch-psunds=3,618 foot­ 
pounds of work done in 54 seconds. 
Now. 
one-liorse power does 550 foot-pounds in one 
second, and 34 .seconds w ill do 31 <550=18,- 
750 foot-pounds: now divide 3,648 by 18,­ 
750. and we get 105, almost 1-5th of a horse­ 
power. which 
this young man exerted 
while he was climbing these stairs leisurely. 
He said he usually went up two step3 at a 
tim e when in haste. 
Now let us compare 
this work with that done ordinarily while 
walking on level ground. 
H is average 
step when walking rapidly would be not 
far from 26 inches, and the distance from 
the ground to the thigh-joint would be not 
far from 33 in ch es; thus at every step he 
lifts his center of gravitv 2i inches—all. or 
nearly all. his weight above the knees will 
lie raised 25 inches at every step. 
Assume 
that 130 pounds would he lifted 21 inches 
at every step, this would equal 341 inch- 
pounds per step. 
Now. divide 4:1.776 by 
341, and we get 12-. t steps, which m ulti­ 
plied by 26 inches, gives us 3,338 4 in ch es= 
278 1-5"feet as the distance he would have 
to travel in 54 seconds to do work equiva­ 
lent to clim bing those <airs. 
287.2 • 3.600 
This i s ------------------- =5.58 miles per hour. 
35X 5.280 
which I think is an under estimate. 
How 
few invalids—ay, how few tired persons 


could m aintain this pace even for half a 
minute without great fatigue.—[Exchange.

Herald's W ashington special sa y s: That 
there was much more silver in the treasury 
ami in circulation than had been coined by 
the United States Government, and conse- 
ciuentlv that some priyflte enterprise must 
¡je engaged in making standard sliver dol­ 
lars and fractional currency of good silver 
of proper weight and fineness, which can­ 
not be distinguished from those issued by 
the Government, lias been for some time 
the subject of investigation by the Treasury 
Department, and the impression is given 
out that such a thing is quite ¡xissible. 
The Government buys $24,000,000 wort It of 
silver bullion per year, and with that coins 
from 27,000,000 to 28,000,000 standard silver 
dollars, making a profit of from $3,000,000 
to $4,000,0t*0 per year. 
A private establish­ 
ment, possessing itself of counterfeit dies 
made from a proof piece from the mint, 
might easily make this, or a greater profit, 
if they could secrete themselves beyond de­ 
tection. It is believed that a great quantity 
of the silver current is the unauthorized 
production of some private establishment.

Considering th a t the whole does 
no t cost m ore than three or four shilling. 
per yard, and that several thousand plastfaU- 
m av be m ade out of that quantity it is 
evident that, by retailing at two or three a 
penny, a profit will be m ade such as would 
be envied, even in Regent street. 
Som e corns are so painful that neither 
pam t nor plaster can be endured, some­ 
thing of the nature of a shield alone giv­ 
ing relief. 
F o r such cases as these the 
follow ing w rinkle m ay be appreciated ’ 
Take a eorn-shield, enlarge the diam eter of 
th e hole to a sm all extent by m eans o f a ' 
knife or scissors, and apply in the usual 
way. 
Then place in the 
hollow thus 
form ed over the corn a sm all quantity of 
an y of th e following solu tio n s: Salicylic 
acid and extract cannabis indica dissolved 
in eth er; or, extract cannabis indica, one- 
h a lf dram , dissolved in tw o dram s of 
liquor potass»!; or, a saturated solution of 
iodine, or iodide o f potash, in strong alcho- 
hol. 
The shield docs the double service of 
taking th e pressure o f th e boot off the com 
and a t the sam e tim e preventing the liquid 
being rubbed oft by the fopk : w hile all ef 


'bi-se solutions penetrate th e skin m uch 
in o re rapidly th an the usual collodion 
preparation, and are consequently m uch 
m ore effective in th eir operation.

W ill S n a k e S to rie s N e v e r C ea se? 
S pringfield (O .), July 20th.—W orkm en 
who an- m aking the excavation for the new 
bridge on tlie Bee line over Mad river, dis­ 
turbed hundreds of black snakes that m ake 
their nests in the cliffs in that locality. The 
snakes cam e out by dozens as the picks 
struck into the rocky ground, and would 
clim b up on tbe bushes and swim out into 
the w ater in great num bers. 
One day an 
old colored m an. decrepit and bent, arrived 
on the scene. Slowly taking a little pipe, 
som ething like a piccolo, from his pocket 
he began to warble on it like a bird. 
The 
tu n e was m onotonous and in a m inor 
strain. 
W hen the snakes heard it they 
glided tow ards the spot whence the sound 
proceeded. Soon dozen of snakes poked 
their heads up from their holes in various 
parts of the cliffs and seemed to be intently 
listening. 
T he old m an soon had a mass 
of wriggling adm irers around his feet, nim ­ 
bly w rithing about each other and sw aying 
in sym pathy w ith the music. 
Then’ the 
negro walked away, the snakes follow ing 
closely after. 
At som e distance he in ­ 
creased his pace (o a run, th e snakes fol­ 
lowing in a long line.

W hen you git down th irty foot, suv, it’s us 
light as day when there’s a good sun right 
overhead, an d there you are in front of a 
wail of these ’ere coral points, a solid 
front, all of a brow nish or olive color. 
If 
you git way dow n to the bottom vou'll 
see crawfish w hips w'avin’ to and fro.'T hev 
live under the coral, and on top. and iii 
between the black spots are big sea eggs 
w ith spines six inches long. 
The coral' is 
covered w ith fishes o! all kinds—parrots, 
angels, yellow-tails and grunts. 
Tlic fishes 
have a dozen or m ore colors, and one kind 
that i think beats ’em all is a pure blue 
from head to foot.

T he N atural Bridge in V ir g in ia.— 
H istory and tradition furnish few factscon- 
cerning the N atural Bridge, but som e of 
them are of interest. 
W hen W ashington, 
a youth of 1g years, was surveying the vast 
dom ain of Lord Fairfax, of Greenw ay 
Court, he visited the bridge and carved his 
nam e on a rock, where the bold characters 
m ay still be traced: 
D uring the A m erican 
Revolution tw o 1* rench officers, serving in 
our arm y, the M arquis de Chastellux and 
Compte Buffon, were directed to visit the 
N atural Bridge and to investigate its origin. 
T heir am azem ent was so great th at th e re­ 
port consisted only of the terse sentence: 
“ It is the w ork of the Creator.” T his expedi­ 
tion took place in 1781, and th e following 
year Baron de T urpin was sent by Count 
Rocbam bean to prepare a m ore extended 
account of the bridge.

The attendance was good and much in­ 
terest was added by the exhibition of fine 
fruit by several members. James Shinn, of

showed

peaches, large and beautiful, aud Sellers' 
Free, also a striking fruit. 
Mr. Hatch, of 
Suisuti, brought magnificent Souvenir du 
Congres pears. 
Felix Gillet, of Nevada 
City, sent some very interesting French 
plaster models of fruit, useful to represent 
valuable varieties. 
They were excellent 
imitations of natural fruit. Mr. Gillet also 
sent a seedling peach of his own growing, 
a very beautiful freestone, ripening be­ 
tween Hale’s Early and Crawford, witli a 
grar.d scarlet coat, which would make it 
attractive everywhere. 
His collection aiso 
contained Spanish and 
Italian 
filberts 
grown on bis place in Nevada City, Cal. 
W . G. Klee showed an interesting collec­ 
tion of fruit from the Fniversity orchard 
at Berkeley.

S a l t L a k e . July 31st.—A letter riist re­ 
ceived from Lander. Wyoming, say» : Fort 
W ashakie and the Shoshone Agency are 
m uch exercised over a ghost. The excite­ 
ment has communicated itsell to Lander, 
and several of our people Lave been over 
to see the spook. All say it is there, and 
no mistake. 
Its nightly stamping-ground 
is at the hot springs. It comes in the 
shape of an Indian of gigantic stature, 
soiutt nies mounted on a horse worthy of 
its rider, sometimes oil foot, but generally 
the former. 
It has been seen by a great 
many persoi S, both white and red. The 
invariable story is that when approached it 
sinks into the earth. 
The soldier on 
constant 
night 
duty at 
the 
springs 
fired at it recently three times at point 
blank range, hut the mighty specter sat its 
horse until the shooting was over, then 
calmly sank into its quarters under ground. 
The most soul-affrighting noises accom­ 
pany, and sometimes precede and follow its 
appearance. The Indians are in an extra­ 
ordinary state of alarm over the affair, and 
keep to their teepees closely after nightfall. 
They explain this by saying that before the 
whites made this valley their home a party 
of fifty Cheyenne, Arapahoe and Sioux 
warriors surrounded and killed to a man a 
band of fifteen Shoshone braves near the 
hot springs. For many winters and sum­ 
mers thereafter gigantic horses and riders 
traversed nightly the space between the 
scene of slaughter and the springs, uttering 
the most dismal cries. When the white 
man claimed the valley the spirits ceased 
their uneasy rides, and their coming again 
at a time when tiie reservation has within 
its limits as visitors the Sioux,who, in con­ 
junction with the Arapahoes and Chey­ 
ennes. did the killing, is looked upon as a 
most gloomy protest from the laud of 
spirits.
